Chicago, July 14.—The threat- 
ened strike of engineers and fire- 
men om ninety-eight western rail- 
roads was still in the balauce to- 
fight, although the, employees 


had anabunced to the roads. that 


the men had voted nearly unani- 
mously to strike to sustain their 
demands ii necessary, and “that 
arbitration under the federal law 
would: not ‘be accepted, 

The railroads, through their 
general managers“ committee, 
contended that to grant the em- 
ployees’ demands would medn an 
increase of $33,000;000 annually 
in wages. The engineers and fire- 
men asserted that their requests 
were fair and equitable. 

It is expected that further con- 
ferences will be held. Should the 
negotiations fail and the employ- 
ee’s stand by their announced re- 
fusal of arbitration, the resulting 
strike would directly affect 55,- 
000 engineers and firemen, and 
indirectly a much larger number 
of workers,
